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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants response filed 04/22/2009 is acknowledged. 

Response to Applicants Remarks 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicants state that the elected group was 4 and not 1 as indicated in the previous 
office action. While Examiner acknowledges the typographical error, this is of no 
consequence to the previous or instant prosecution because the group (and claims) 
examined in the previous office action correlate to the elected grouping wherein the 
compounds have all-carbon chain B. Applicant's attention is drawn to the previously 
indicated finality of the restriction as the election was made without traverse. See page 
16, of applicants Remarks filed 08/29/2008. It is suggested that applicant cancel claims 
drawn to non-elected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3, 9-11, 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Previously presented relating to the terms 'proviso' and 'optionally' is withdrawn 
in view of amendments to claims. 
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Claim 1 is rejected because, in line 4, numbered page 3, the term 'if following the 
term 'wherein' renders the claim vague because as per amendments, chain B is limited 
to all carbon atoms. The vagueness is augured by the language of the new claim 9, in 
which the terms 'wherein if are still present even though the definition of the chain B 
clearly limits the chain to linear skeleton of 3 to 9 carbon atoms. 

Claims 2-3, 10-11,1 3-1 7 are rejected because they depend on claims 1 and 9. 

Instant claims are drawn to chemical compounds. As such, applicant is 
encouraged to redraw the structure of the base claims 1 and 9 along the lines of 
chemical formulae of claims 4, 8, 12 and 18 even though it is acknowledged that 
applicant can be his own lexicographer. Applicant is reminded of In re Zletz, 13 
USPQ2d 1320, 1322. "An essential purpose of patent examination is to fashion claims 
that are precise, clear, correct and unambiguous." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Previously presented rejection is rendered moot in view of amendments to claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Previously presented rejections are withdrawn in view of applicant's persuasive 
arguments.
